Participants in the riot were all 
members of the construction 
com­ 


pany of the Dix Wiver dam. 
Winkle was attacked by negroes, 
killed and robbed.

white section of

camp and before police could inter­ 
fere the camp was a wreck. 
The ne­ 
groes fled to an abandoned 
quarry 
and fought off the armed whites with 
sticks and stones. 
One negro was wounded and

quarry. 
Two blacks were brought to 
jail here under heavy guard. 
The entrance to

guarded by 20 deputies and the ne­ 
groes are reported to be under con­ 
trol. 
The call for troops was sent out by 
officials of the construction company. 
Word was returned from Frankfort 
that Adjt.-Gen. James A. Kehoe was 
rushing throe contingents of national 
guards.

Duluth, Minn., Nov. IO. -Safety 
regulations for all mines In Minne­ 
sota will he prepared by a special 
committee named following the spe­ 
cial hearing of the Milford mine In­ 
vestigating commission held in the 
Duluth Chamber of Commerce.

"ult A VCI# ROADS 'K F OVERLOADED 


T he St. Paul Pioneer Presa carries an extended editorial in 
a recent issue calling attention to the fact that gravel roads arc 
being overloaded. 
This argument is advanced that cement pav­ 
ing is absolutely needed to carry the overwhelming traffic: 
Twenty-five per cent average increase in travel on state high­ 
ways in 1921 over 1923 is indicated by a traffic count made by the 
highway department. 
As this gain is compared with an increase 
o f (inly 121/* per cent in the number of automobiles licensed in 
the state in the same period, it shows the use and popularity of 
Ole state roads are mounting rapidly. 
The highways are being 
made more serviceable all the time, in spite of the handicap of 
inadequate funds and in spite of the fact that greater use means 
greater expender on the unpaved roads, further cutting down the 
available money. 
The argument for saving money by paving, as 
soon as possible,, wherever paving is required, becomes stronger 
day by day. 
Looking into this traffic count in detail, we find three portions 
of gravel road on which the number of vehicles passing in a day 
is more than 2,000, although 500 a day is the heaviest load that 
can be economically carried on such a road, as engineers agree. 
These counts were m acle on Trunk Highway Np. I, between 
White Bear and Wyoming, 2,284; Trunk Highway No. 5, between 
Shakopee and OxbOro Heath, 2,373; and Trunk Highway No. 12, 
between Hudson and St. Paul, 2,070. 
In those cases pavements 
are immediately imperative. 
There is a long list of gravel roads which are subjected to 
traffic of more than 1,000 vehicles a day, or double the highest 
that they can bear economically. 
It includes ail the unpaved 
load between White Bear Lake ami Duluth and also the follow­ 
ing roads: 
Trunk Highway No. I, between Albert Lea and Owatonna, 
1.175 cars. 
No. I, between Duluth and Two Harliors, 1,209. 
No. 3, between La Cross and La Crescent, 1,130. 
No. 3, between Winona and Minnesota City, 1,177. 
No. 5, between Mankato and St. Peter, 1,222. 
No. 5, between Le Sueur and Shakopee, 1,490. 
No. IO, between Montrose and Cokato, 1,371. 
No. 18, between Elk Liver and Zimmerman, 1,128. 
No. 20, between Rochester and Oronoco, 1,570. 
No. 20, between Zumoroca and Cannon Palls, 1,021. 
No. 27, between Crow Wlsg and Brainerd, 1,034. 
No. 52, between Oxboro Heath and Fort Snelling, 1,789. 
No. 02, between St. Paul, Fridley and Anoka, 1,347. 
A much longer list might be made of the roads carrying be­ 
tween 500 and I,OOO v e h ic le s a day. 
All of them ought to b e 
paved, in the order of their need, in the interest of economy.

STATESMAN MANY YEARS 


PiN A N ( iAL assistance to folks in distress is a splendid thing 
and is recognized as so worthy that municipalities now tax them­ 
selves to provide a fund to care for those who haw been unfor­ 
tunate to the point of being sorely in need. 
Blit an unwise dis­ 
tribution of such a fund makes the recipients of such aid less de­ 
pendent upon themselves and consequently of less value as a citi­ 
zen, as they are prone to expect constant assistance. 
Members of the city council find one of their most onerous 
tasks the distribution of municipal aid. 
They are besieged by 
those who have had aid and who would seek to make it perpetual. 
These parties are sometimes aided in their demands by well mean­ 
ing people who do not look into tho case carefully, hut make a 
councilman’s life miserable bj their attacks upon him for not 
being a “year-round Santa Claus” and using his influence to pass 
out municipal funds generously. 
The intent of the law is that 
the city shall only give aid when there is distress after every 
other resource has been tapped and the one in need must have 
help or he suffer. Then the aid is .supposed to be only temporary. 
A merchant sought lo collect a bill and his collector was told 
by the debtor that she was having a hard time and that the city 
should help her so that she might pay her bills. This thought is 
$jrevalent among certain folks and city officials sometimes must 
have a stony heart when they know that those applying for aid 
are not putting forth their best efforts to care for themselves. 
The city has about $3,000 a year to use for such purposes. 
They have some charges who are absolutely helpless and to whom 
they must contribute from $8 to $ IO a month. A few such makes 
this tuna melt away quickly, 
The council seeks to aid when the 
need is great, but this aid must of necessity be limited.

‘‘R a i n m a k i n g ” still appears to be an occupation, matter of 
legitimate business, for press reports indicate Rainmaker” Hat­ 
field has closed a deal with the Kern County Cattleman’s assoria 
lion and the Sheepmen’s association, whereby he promises to 
produce one and one-halt inches of rain in Kern county between 
November 20 and December 20. 
The cattlemen and sheepmen 
run no chance.-', however, for Hatfield is only paid if he “produces” 
rain, lf the moisture of required content is turned out by Mother 
Nature, assisted by Hatfield’s maneuvers among the clouds, then 
the “rainmaker” is to get $1,000. 
Airplane fliers, it is reported, have been experimenting with 
electrified sand to break up hail storms. 
But the control of tile 
rain lever in nature’s scheme of things is something entirely sep­ 
arate and is a field in which only Hatfield has succeeded in a t­ 
taining any success. 
Jealous rivals of Hatfield say rain comes 
only as a coincidence. However, cattlemen and sheepmen are glad 
to get the rain when contracted for, no matter how' it is produced.

F i n a n c i a l assistance to folks in distress is a splendid thing 
and is recognized as so worthy that municipalities now tax them­ 
selves to provide a fund to care for those who have been unfor­ 
tunate to the point of being sorely in need. 
But an unwise dis­ 
tribution of such a fund makes the recipients of such aid less de­ 
pendent upon themselves and consequently of less value as a citi­ 
zen, as they are prone to expect constant assistance. 
Members of the city council find one of their most onerous 
tasks the distribution of municipal aid. 
They are besieged by 
those who have had aid and who would seek to make it perpetual. 
These parties are sometimes aided in their demands by well mean­ 
ing people who do not look into the case carefully, but make a 
councilman’s life miserable by their attacks upon him for not 
being a “year ’round Santa Claus’’ and using his influence to pass 
out municipal funds generously. 
The intent of the law is that 
the city shall only give aid when there is distress after every 
other resource has been tapped and the one in need must have 
help or he suffer. Then the aid is supposed to be only temporary. 
A merchant sought to collect a hill and his collector was told 
by the debtor that she was having a hard time and that the city 
should help her so that she might pay her bilks. This thought is 
prevalent among certain folks and city officials sometimes must 
:have a stony heart when they know that those applying for aid 
are not putting forth their best efforts to care for themselves. 
The city has about $3,000 a year to use for such purposes. 
They have some charges who are absolutely helpless and to whom 
they must contribute from $8 to $40 a month. A few such makes 
this luna melt away quickly, The council seeks to aid when the 
need is great, but this aid must of necessity be limited.

hope to find relief economically. 
"W hen I speak of diversification,

Frederick Benz, Agricultural Agent 
of N. P. Ry., Tells of 
Experiences 


SPEAKS AT CHAMBER COMMERCE 


Benz is No Office Chair Fanner, Ships 
Produce by Carload and 
Trainload 
"The farmer must help himself, as 
no arbitrator, political or otherwise, 
will be able to turn deficits into pro­ 
fits” was one of the pointed s t a t e ­ 
ments made by Frederick Benz, agri­ 
cultural agent of the Northern B a f ­ 
fle railway, who spoke before an au d i­ 
ence of farmers and business men at 
the Chamber of Commerce on Tues­ 
day afternoon, on the subject, ‘‘Am­ 
erican Farm Problems In its relation­ 
ship to industry, commerce and trans­ 
portation, and the possible factors 
that enter the solution thereof.’ 
"The farming problem 
has not 
been solved by the recent election ’ 
said Mr, Benz. 
"Nor can it ever be 
solved 
by 
political 
or 
legislative 
methods, but must be adjusted on a 
business basis.” 
"The farmer must help himself. 
Present 
market 
conditions, 
while 
good on an average, are only tem­ 
porary, and must not be depended 
upon as a criterion for next year of 
those to follow.’ 
“Wheat selling today at $1.50 per 
bushel and upward, will very likely 
sell next year at. this time about 80< 
per bushel,” said Mr. Benz, who add­ 
ed "Diversification, rotation and in 
ten8ification, according to the laws of 
economics, with common sense busi­ 
ness ajdustments are the only pos­ 
sible means whereby the individual 
as well as the collective farmer can 
hope to find relief economically. 
"When I speak of diversification, 
rotation and intensification, and com­ 
mon sense business adjustments, I 
always include and have in mind th* 
marketing, as well as the producing 
of farm crops,” 
said 
the speaker. 
"For the farmer must not only be a 
single track but a double track, thor­ 
ough-going business man. 
"Socialistic measures, like 
price 
fixing on any or every farm product 
would not relieve economic condi 
Mons, but rather lead to a greater 
state of chaotic conditions than we 
are now experiencing,” said Mr. Benz. 
"We cannot possibly tax other In­ 
dustries or other classes for the bene­ 
fit of one class. 
Our economic con­ 
dition is only sound when each in­ 
dustry can work out its own salva­ 
tion on its own foundation. 
The 
help the farmer needs, individually 
or collectively, Use within his own 
grasp.” 
Mr. Benz is not an "office chair” 
farmer. 
He 
produces ' about 
two 
hundred carloads of farm products 
on his farm near Toppenish, Wash. 
In addition to producing this enor­ 
mous crop, he goes further and mar­ 
kets it himself, so that lie thoroughly 
understands both the producing and 
the marketing ends of the farming 
business. 
Often he buys up GOO or a 
thousand carloads of farm produce 
to ship with his own, and figures 
crops by the trainload rather than bv 
the bushel.
